We seo men busily engaged lu tbe scveral av- 
ocations of life, tome laboring, me trafückiog, 
some traveling, some studyiaz, aod some teach · 
ing; and cach am all apparently propelled by 
their own mind and wili, And it not only ap- 
pears 2 to the ober rer, but the actors in tbe 
World's great drama all thiak that tbry are act. 
ing freely. Eveh one thinks that he is guided by 
his owa choice, an prope lal by his own voll- 
tion, 

Thero are many, to be sure, b wish that 
circumstances were l- cent. and then they 
wouk! act: tiferently.. Their sphere of actisity 
i» frequently circamscribed, but within that 
sphere they act freely. B xnc men perform labor 
which they do not le, and which they Mul 
not perform if they were rich, yet as they can 
pot become rich by merely wishing it, they 
chovec to pareuc their present Course, rather. 
than some other still more undesirable; and 
3e men may be s0 sürfounded by unfavorable 
circumstances that they bare but one roid to 
pursue to escape arvallon, and even that may 
be blockel op. Hut such are exceptional cases, 
and do not luterfere with the geocral law of 
man’s free choice; bat it lea wrong argument 
against lhe present structure of society. 

Yoo ask a neigbbor what men be is inteading 
to vote for, or what piper he i« gung tb “ead. 
scribe for, or what preacher be ts going to hear; 
and be will give you an suswer as will de- 
pote & freedom of cb It will áppear to you 
that he fe acting freely, aba he will think be is 
actipg freely. True, a man may make a poor 
choic- iu all tbe nove instances, still it ie bis 
choice. You will think that. ke could havo sc 
lected some other paper oc preacher, and he 
thinks he could. 

Nus, if men appear to us to act freely, and 
theg- tblak tbey act freely, then what evidence 
have we thal they do not -ct freely? Personal 
consciougncess u ibe strongest evidence which we 
ba ve concerning anythiug immediately relating 
to oorselves. Indeed, it ie the only. positive ev- 
idence which we have of our existence. We 
know we exist, not bvcausc some one tells us £o, 
but because we are personally cooscious of Lhe 
fict. Now we are just as conscious ol acting 
from choice, as we arc uf acting at all; of a¢ 
that wo exist at all, and It thie conscioustess is 
satisfactnry proof that we are, thea why not ac- 
cept it as proof that we are free? The man that 
steals bef peighbor's puree or bis horse, docs gu 
trom choice; aud he knows tbat be det fg 
choice alid be will tell you so. He may excuse 
the act hy pleading necessity, yet he ls conscious
